orkshop Two hearings 


on Hill land 
set for March 


ALBANY — Two public 
hearings are to be held, 
complete with environmen- 
tal impact reports, on new 
projects on Albany Hill, it 
was decided at the meeting 
last Wednesday of Albany’s 
Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission, according to Sam 
Dows, chairman of the 
group. 

The first hearing, set for 
March 13, concerns itself 
with the proposed 10 unit 
development of Williams 
and Burrows at the end of 
Jackson Street in the hoped 
to be preserved oak forest. 
The EIR is to be prepared 
by the planning staff, ac- 
cording to Dows, with some 
help from professionals. 

Hopes that the oak forest 
could be preserved through 
a trade or joint effort has 
been dashed when In- 
terstate General, who 
deeded the creekside park 
property to Albany, refused 
to allow development by 
Williams and Burrows. 

Another plan 
whereby the company 
would enter into a joint ven- 
ture with Ralph Willis on 
his piece of property at the 
end of Madison Street, also 
came a cropper when Willis 
refused to discuss the prop- 
osition with city officials. 

The second project slated 
for a public hearing is a 
four acre piece to be de- 
veloped by T. Hedgpeth on 
the east side of Taft Street, 
about 600 feet from the cul 
de sac. The acreage is to be 
developed into a 50 unit 
condominium and also will 
require a EIR to be pre- 
pared by a consultant to be 
selected by Albany offi- 
cials. The hearing is set for 
March 27. 

According to Dows, own- 
ers of properties within 300 
feet of either of the two pro- 
jects are to be notified of 
the hearings and meetings 
are open to the general pub- 
lic. Dows also said any in- 
terested persons, who are 
residents. of Albany, will 
have a chance to comment 
on the two projects as the 
commission is interested in

Miles for 
meals walk 
Saturday 


ALBANY — Civic groups, 
schools and churches are 
organizing the fifth annual 
“Miles for Meals’’ walk 
Saturday, February 24. The 
walk benefits the hungry in 
California as well as in 
eight overseas countries, 
according to Concetta 
Jorgenson and John Oliver, 
co-chairpersons. Last year, 
contributions from Bay 
Area groups totalled over 
$90,000. 

Proceeds from the 
Berkeley/Oakland walk will 
be divided equally between 
The California Food Net- 
work, which helps support 
over twenty emergency 
food distribution outlets in 
Alameda County, and 
CROP, an agency founded 
after World War II to send 
relief to Europe and Asia. 

Other communities walk- 
ing are Marin County, San 
Francisco, San Leandro, 
Menlo Park, Petaluma, and 
Contra Costa County. 
CROP combines these ef- 
forts into a nationwide 
program which annually 
raises $5 million to fight 
hunger. 

“The fight against hunger 
speaks to the most basic 
human needs,”’ California 
Assemblyman Willie Brown 
said in Sacramento. **For a 
day, I encourage you folks 
to turn from the com- 
plexities of living, put heart 
Into your soles and walk!’’ 

Walkers and sponsors can 
pay from twenty-five cents 
to a dollar per walked mile 
to walk ten to seventeen 
miles.

ALBANY — Albany's 
schools are in a bad way, 
money wise, ees 5 to 
Charles E. McCully 
Superintendent of Schools 
for Albany Unified School 
District. 

According to McCully, 
there just isn’t enough 
money to go around for the 
1979-80 budget, a prelimi- 
nary discussion item on the 
agenda of the Board of 
Education meeting Tues- 
day night, February 13. 

With a projected shor- 
tage, at this time, of nearly 
one million dollars, there 
was talk of drastic cutbacks 
and layoffs if the money 
needed for the budget is not 
forthcoming through legis- 
lative action. Bailout 
money is short and there is 
very little hope of receiving 
out and out grants from the 
state for schools, McCully 
said. There are a couple of 
bills working their way 
through the California State 
Legislature that could ease 
the crunch and allow the 
district to come up to a ba- 
lanced budget of some five 
million dollars, but speedy 
action is needed to enable 
the board to pass the 
budget. Layoff notices must 
be sent to teachers who face 
dismissal by March 15, Mc- 
Cully said, and it is hoped to 
have the problems solved 
prior to that date. 

McCully said it is nearl 
impossible to reduce staff 
any further as cuts already 
have been made. He said 
certified teachers cannot be 
dismissed and he hopes that 
he will not-be in the position 
of asking the board of edu- 
cation for the authority to 
send out dismissal notices 
to any of the teachers of the 
district. 

Further cuts probably 
will be made in elective 
programs and a reduction 
In other aspects of the pub- 
lic education system of Al- 
bany’s schools.

ALBANY — The squabble at Gateview over the 
change of management has subsided to a series of **Let- 
ters to the Editor’’ and a marked coolness on the part of 
homeowners towards each other. 

The two factions, one calling for the recall fo the en- 
tire Board of Directors of the McKinley Towers 
Neighborhood Council and the other being the present 
incumbents of the Board who charge the resignation of 
Wallace Calloway was long overdue, have been battling 


for some time. 

During the past several 
weeks, there have been 
charges, and counter- 
charges, that both factions 
have been active in under- 
handed dealings with the 
majority of the homeow- 
ners of the Gateview pro- 
ject. There have been alle- 
gations of some unscrupul- 
ous dealings on both sides 
with both factions charging 
the other with trying to 
control the affairs of the 
condominium. 

After the final construc- 
tion of Gateview, the build- 
ing was turned over to the 


~ Council for operation, in- 


cluding the collection of 
money for the maintenance 
of the common areas. Each 
owner is assessed to pay for 
the common area mainte- 
nance and that seems to be 
the crux of the dispute. At 
several Albany City Council 
meetings. representatives 
of Gateview's residents 
have appeared to complain 
of the operation. construc- 
tion and lack of communi- 
cation between Interstate 
General, the owners of the 
buildings when built, and 
the Council. Efforts to have 
the City intercede have not 
produced results as it is felt 
the squabble is an internal 
one between the homeow- 
ners and Interstate. 

Dues for the common 
area maintenance have 
risen several times in the 
past couple of years forcing 
the issue on the present 
Board of Directors. The

Firemen 
busier 
in 1979 


ALBANY — The Albany 
Fire Department re- 
sponded to 30 more alarms 
in January than it did in the 
first month of 1978.. This in- 
crease was due to the 63 
medical emergencies 
phoned in, according to the 
monthly report filed by Fire 
Chief Mike Koepke. 


Of responses to fire calls, 
the log showed 95 came via 
telephone, while only four 
were from fire boxes. There 
were two dwelling fires, two 
car fires, one grass fire, one 
school fire and one trash 
can fire in January. 


The report showed four 
false alarms, five calls for 
odor investigation, two for 
smoke investigation, two 
washdowns of gasoline spil- 
lage, and 21 public assis- 
tance calls. 


The 63 medical responses 
were up from 39 in January 
of 1978. Last month’s 
emergencies included 11 
vehicle accidents, and two 
calls each due to intoxica- 
tion, altercations, partial 
paralysis, wrestling in- 
juries and nosebleeds. 
There also were responses 
to an epileptic seizure, a 
stroke, a knife wound, senil- 
ity, and a dislocated thumb. 


During January, the total 
property loss by fire was 
$200, according to the re- 
port. There was a $200 
structural loss, $400 content 
loss, and $700 in damage 
done in the vehicle fires. 
The $10,000 property en- 
dangered by fire compares 
with last year’s $750,000. 
$233,300 were lost in 
January of 1978 when a

First off the bat, what is 
the reason for those two big 
holes in the pavement at the 
end of Jackson Street? 

It has been revealed two 
iles have been sunk into 
he City-owned street to 
hold a digging machine 
working on the newest of 
Dr. Stephen Kalmar’s ven- 
tures on Jackson Street, the 
controversial 525-535 
Jackson Street project. 

Leon Rimov, local ar- 
chitect and a resident on 
Jackson, reported the inci- 
dent and stated Councilman 
William Lewis had investi- 
gated the stretching of a 


_ eable across the street and 


down the hill, sunpoe cay to 
anchor the earth digging 
machine working on the 
project. 

In the report, Councilman 
Lewis had requested police 
aid, on file at the Albany 
Police Department, the in- 
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cident Saturday, February 
10, was that a cable had 
been stretched across 
Jackson Street and asked 
that the police department 
do something about it, Of- 
ficers John Megonnigil and 
Richard Kempe went to the 
location, next door to 545 
Jackson, and found, the re- 
port stated, two telephone 
poles had been set into the 
street, one approximately 
one foot high and the other 
approximately two feet 
high. A cable had been 
stretched across Jackson 
Street to a caterpillar trac- 
tor being used to drill holes 
in the ground on the side of 
the hill. City Engineer 
Robert Guletz was con- 
tacted and came to the 
scene. He told officers 
Kempe and Megonnigil he 
would instruct the City 
Street Department to in- 
stall flashing barricades as 
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warnings where the poles 
were located and would 
contact the construction 
company regarding the 
matter. 

When contacted, Guletz 
said it was standard prac- 
tice to install the deadman 
as anchors, but the contrac- 
tor had left the scene of 
construction with the cable 
stretched across the street 
in a hazardous manner. He 
contacted the man and had 
him put warning signs on 
the street and the street de- 
partment did put the bar- 
ricades in front of the 
deadmen. 

Guletz also said he had 
reprimanded the contractor 
in no uncertain terms and 
had been.assured it was an 
oversight and would not 
Bsinen again. He went on to 
further state the contractor 
is charged with the respon- 
sibility of returning the 
street to its original condi- 
tion when the foundation 
holes have been dug on 
Kalmar’s sites. 

On the matter of the di- 
viders on San Pablo Av- 
enue, the City Council, at 
the meeting Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 13, agreed with both 
Fire Chief Mike Koepke and 
Police Chief James Sim- 
mons the raised flower beds
